AN ACT to provide for the establishment of a hospital and
school for imbeciles, idiotic or feeble minded children.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-

ate and assembly, do enact 78 follows :

SEcrIOoN 1. The state board of charities and reform paties of Boara
is authorized and directed to inquire into the necessity of Jharitles
and expediency of organizing a school for the instruction make report,
and training of feeble minded or idiotic children, and of foeble mind:
to ascertain as nearly as practicable the number of such *
children in this state who are of proper school age, and
who could probably be benefited by a school adapted
to their peculiar wants, with such other facts as may
appear necessary, including the residence, condition,
means of support and uge of such children.
